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This action is in response to the amendment filed 12/19/03. Claims 2-5, 7-13 are 
canceled. Claims 1 and 6 remain. Both have been amended and both are 
independent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by or 
under 103(a) as obvious over Paskalov et al., US 5,344,462 has been mooted by 
applicant's amendments.. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hanneman et al., US 5,360,455. A process of treatment of synthetic polyamide fiber 
materials by putting said material in a closed tank, supplying gas from a gas source to 
the closed tank, actuating a plasma exciter to ionize said gas and treating said 
polyamide fiber materials is taught. See column 2 lines 8 et seq. The list of gasses 
used include ammonia and helium as claimed. See column 1 lines 65. The process is 
used to increase the depth of dyeing on the polyamide as seen in example 1 where the 
pretreated areas are dyed to a greater depth of color than the non-pretreated areas. 
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Since the aqueous dyebath was more readily adsorbed on the treated areas, those 
areas were rendered more hydrophilic than the masked areas. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The recital on lines 6 and 7 of claim 1 , "being devoid of means 
for supplying water vapor to said closed tank," has no basis in the originally filed 
disclosure. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
